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CHAPTER CXVIIIL. .

AN ACT TO LEGALIZE THE ACTION OF THE BOARD OF COUNTY COM-
MISSIONERS FOR THE COUNTY OF SHERBURNE, STATE OF MIN-
NESOTA, UPON THE SIXTH DAY OF SEPTEMBER, A. D. EIGHTEEN
HUNDRED AND SEVENTY-TWO, SETTING APART THE CONGRES-
BIONAL TOWNSHIP OF HAVEN FROM THE TOWN OF CLINTON
LAKE, NOW CALLED PALMER.

Be it enacted by the Legislature of the State of Minnesota :

Secrion 1. That the action heretofore taken by the board of
county commissioners for the county of Sherburne, state of Minne-
sota, setting apart the congressional township of Haven from the
town of Clinton Lake, now called Palmer, is hereby legalized and
made valid.

Sro. 2. This act to take effect and be enforced from and after
its passage.

CHAPLER CXIX.

AN ACT TO AMEND AN ACT ENTITLED AN ACT TO LEGALIZE THE
PLAT OF THE VILLAGE OF ALDEN, AND CONVEYANCES MADE
IN REFERENCE THERETQ, APPROVED MARCH TENTH. EIGHTEEN
HUNDRED AND SEVENTY-THREE.

Be it enacted by the Legislature of the State of Minnesota:

SeotioN 1. That section one of said act be amended [so as to
read] as follows:

Section 1. The original proprietors of the village of Alden in
the county of Freeborn and state of Minnesota, or their executors,
administrators or assigns may file or cause to be filed in the regis-
ter of deeds office in said county a certificate under their hand clearly
desiguﬂ‘.ing the location of said village plat with reference to the
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government lines on or adjacent thereto, and may also designate in
said certificate the actual width of all streets and alleys and all lots
and blocks embraced in said plat, and such other facts as may by
law be deemed essential to a full and clear description of the loca-
tion of the said village.

Src. 4. This act shall take effect and be in force from and after
its passage.

CHAPTER CXX,

AN ACT TO LEGALIZE THE INCORFPORATION OF THE VILLAGE OF
WORTHINGTON, AND TO LEGALIZE THE ACTS OF OFFICERS
ELECTED IN SAID VILLAGE.

Be it enacted by the Legislature of the State of Minnesota:

Seorion 1.  That the act approved March eighth, eighteen hun-
dred and seventy-three, incorporating the village of Worthington,
in the county of Nobles, is hereby declared to be legally adopted by
the legal voters of the said village, and said villa%e is hereby declared
to be legally incorporated, and the election of said village officers
by virtue of said act of incorporation on the sixteenth day of April,
eighteen hundred and seventy-three, is and the official acts of the
officers chosen at said election are hepeby legalized.

Sec. 2. This act shall take effect and be in force from and after
its passage.
